Issue 
a 
remarkable 
editorial 
tribute to President Wilson 
and his 
administration. Considering the fact 
that this paper has hundreds of thou­ 
sands of subscribers scattered from 
one end of the country to the other, 
and that of necessity those subscrib­ 
ers are of all shades of political be­ 
lief, one can not 
but 
believe that 
the editor is thoroughly convinced of 
the truth of what 
he 
says, other­ 
wise he would never publish it. Here 
is what was said: 
We are asked frequently nowadays 
■what effect the presidential election 
■will have on general business. 
Our 
opinion is that 
it 
will 
have 
the 
smallest effect of any election in 10a 
years. It was about IOO years 
ago 
that James Monroe w as elected presi­ 
dent by almost 
unanimous consent. 
Those days were called 
the 
era of 
good feeling. They followed immedi 
ately the war of 1812 and the entire 
people of this 
country 
were united 
as one man, not for w'ar, but for the 
industries of peace. 
It is true that we have no* partici­ 
pated in the troube that is raging in 
Europe, hut we 
have 
not entirely 
escaped from its 
threats and dan­ 
ger, but so far as we 
have escaped. 
we m ust fairly ascribe the praise and 
gratitude to the 
cautious m d eon 
scientious man who has guided our 
national destiny in 
the 
last three 
years. This editor has 
traveled con­ 
siderably of late, both east and w’est 
and he has yet to 
find 
any serious 
criticism of Mr. Wilson am cng peo­ 
ple who are not inspired by motives 
of self-interest. 
There 
are politi­ 
cians, of course, who are not pleased. 
They are never pleased except when 
they are feeding at the 
public crib, 
but if there 
are 
any 
considerable 
num ber of people, whether 
in ordi­ 
nary times they are classed as re­ 
publicans, 
prohibitionists, progres­ 
sives or democrats, who haV3 serious 
complaint against 
the 
conduct 
of 
the presidential office, we have failed 
to discover them. 
It is probable, of 
course, that the 
principal party of 
opposition will have a 
candidate in 
the field to contest the election, but 
it is noticeable that it is difficult for 
any two republicans as they meet in

is suitable for this hard task. That it 
is a man’s task, 
and 
a 
big m an’s 
task, even the republicans are ready 
to admit, and the trouble w'ith most 
of the candidates that have been so 
far proposed is that they are favorite 
sons in their native states 
and ap­ 
pear big to the people of their near 
neighborhoods, but not one of them 
is of sufficient girth and avoirdupois 
and mentality to handle the job. One 
man who would 
have, 
in ordinary 
circumstances, a fair chance of vie 
tory, is Justice Hughes, and he de­ 
clines the honor. One other man who 
is presumably of presidential dimen­ 
sions is Roosevelt, 
and 
there is no 
loud clamor coming 
up 
from 
the 
canebrakes of the south or the pine 
woods of the north, or the mountain 
valleys of the 
west 
or 
the 
hard 
scrabble barrens of the far east for 
his nomination. It is true 
that cer­ 
tain “malefactors 
of 
great wreath” 
assembled themselves 
at 
n dinner 
in New York a week or twTo ago, and 
reserved a plate for 
Mr. Roosevelt. 
They seemed to be looking him over 
trying to find whether 
he 
had re­ 
pented his loud words 
of abuse of 
them when he was at the height of 
his power when president. 
W hether 
he disabused them of their suspic 
ion is not known, but if his candida­ 
cy is going to originate among men 
of that connection it will not go far 
outside of Wall street. 
It seems to us, therefore, that as 
for the election of 1916 
it has al­ 
ready been held. 
When 
people at 
large have 
examined 
the stew ard­ 
ship of the present 
incumbent they 
realize that he has carried with pa­ 
tience and ability the greatest prob 
lems that have confronted 
4his na­ 
tion in fifty years; they recall wiiat 
he has secured for them in the w\ay 
of actual legislation, notably the new' 
federal currency 
law'; 
thev realize 
♦ hat by his wise handling of affairs in 
Mexico our sons 
and 
brothers are 
not now’ fighting and dying 
on the 
fields 
of 
that 
ill-starred 
republic. 
Most of us, to whatever partv we be­ 
long, have come 
to 
the conclusion 
that there is still big work 
for our 
president to do in 
the 
four or five 
years ahead of us, and w'e 
are not 
in favor of 
swapping 
horses amid 
stream. It is our judgment, therefore, 
that the election this year 
will in­ 
terfere very 
little 
with 
business. 
There will be very few' brass bands 
and torch light processions and very 
little money to pay for the music and 
buy the oil to light the torches. 
It 
will not be needed by one party and 
will be a bad 
investment 
for the 
other.

cated the m anagem ent of a fleet of 
2,000 requisitioned ships by 
the di­ 
vided authority of tho adm iralty anc1 
the Board of Trade, 
and advocated 
the appointm ent of a body 
of ex­ 
pert ship owrners to 
deal w ith the 
details in 
a 
business-like 
manner, 
which could only be done bv people 
w ith knowledge acquired 
by years 
of experience. Ship owners have di­ 
vided the trade of 
the 
globe into 
m any parts, combining outward with 
homeward voyages, and it was a se­ 
rious m atter for the government to 
interfere with the fleets. 
Had the 
requisitioned tonnage 
been properly 
managed there would not have been 
such a rise in freights. 
President of the Board 
of Trade 
Runchm an adm itted that 
there w'as 
not enough tonnage to go round, owr- 
Ing to the enormous num ber of boats 
required to conduct 
the 
supply ser­ 
vice of Great Britain and her allies, 
and for tho 
necessary 
carriage of 
munitions. 
It m ust be rem em bered 
that the government w'as employing 
a fleet three tim es the size of the 
whole German m ercantile m arine put 
together. 
Mr. Balfour, for the adm iralty, be­ 
lieved that there 
had 
been a good 
deal of m isapprehension, ami talked 
in very much the sam e strain, but 
did not see how' the transport depart- 
| ment could be controlled by a cen­ 
tral body of ship ow'ners. 
On the question of 
state control 
of the entire m ercantile shipping he 
argued th at in view of the enormous 
difficulties in the way, 
thev w'ould 
have to be very cautious b e fire com­ 
ing to any decision. 
On the other 
hand, the opposite theory of leaving 
the m ere bant fleet entirely free
